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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: to place 
this application in condition for allowance, it was suggested to 1 ) incorporate claims 2 and 5 into claim 1 ; 2) delete the 
word "substantially" in claim 3; and 3) cancel claims 2, 4 and 5. Applicant's attorney referred to the use of starch and 
lactose at page 7 and the examples, and suggested the inert fiber matrix comprises mixutre of excipient and HPMC. 
Applicant's attorney authorized the Examiner's Amendment. .
